Cloverdale Development Program 
Under Way 


A prosecr designed to provide telephone 
service to many of the waiting applicants in 
Cloverdale is now under way. The $56,000 
prog scheduled — for next 
spring, will consist of placing wire and cable 
throughout the Cloverdale central office area. 
One of the major parts of the work will be 
the pulling in of cable from the central office 
to the North Surrey area around Port Kells 
and Tynehead. This area has had an unprece- 
dented population growth, with the result 
that a great many of the held applications for 
service are located there and will be taken 
care of by this portion of the program. 

Other parts of Cloverdale will be provided 
with facilities, thereby reducing the number 
of waiting applicants. The number of new 
telephones will depend on the switchboard 
facilities available, and additional board is 
scheduled for installation. 

A small part of the outside plant work was 
done early in the summer, but material short- 
ages have held up work on the job. Now, 
however, a crew of men will work continuously 
until the project is completed, probably in 
March.
